The  Secret  Weapon 

That  Adds  Excitement

In  1982  an  experiment  was 
conducted  in  Iowa  and  North 
Dakota.  The  results  were  that 
basically  the  three-point  rule 
has  a  positive  impact  on  the 
game  of  basketball.  Since  the 
experiment  was  a  success,  the 
three-point  rule  is  no  longer  an 
option,  but  a  rule  for  all  states. 

The  rule  has  improved  sever- 
al areas  in  basketball.  It  re- 
duces congestion  around  the 
basket,  reduces  the  use  of  the 
"packed-in"  defense,  creates 
the  opportunity  to  catch  up 
without  fouling,  encourages  de- 
velopment of  shooting  skills 
from  further  out  on  the  court, 
and  creates  more  interest  and 
excitement  for  spectators  in  the 
game. 

The  three-point  shot  looks 
easy  when  shot  by  Senior  point 
guard  Marc  Galassi.  Although 
the  distance  from  the  three- 
point  line  to  the  basket  at  its 
furthest  point  measures  19 
feet  9  inches,  Galassi  just 


shoots  and  makes  the  basket 
appear  closer  than  it  really  is. 

In  the  Thanksgiving  Tour- 
nament at  Streator,  Galassi 
shot  12  three-point  baskets, 
which  accounted  for  36  of  his 
64  point  total  over  the  three- 
game  tournament. 

"The  three-point  shot  has 
changed  the  game  of  basket- 
ball. By  giving  three  points  for 
a  longer  shot,  a  team  can  score 
a  lot  of  points  quicker  than  be- 
fore. It  makes  the  game  more 
exciting  because  a  team  is  nev- 
er really  out  of  a  game  since 
you  can  score  so  many  points 
quickly,"  Galassi  said. 

"The  three-pointer  has  not 
had  much  effect  on  my  play 
mainly  because  I  haven't  had 
a  chance  to  shoot,"  Senior  Tom 
Tunnell  said.  He  left  the  tour- 
nament with  a  total  of  60 
points  for  the  three  games. 
Tunnell  was  also  named  to  the 
all-tournament  team. 

Another  top  player  on  the 
team  is  Senior  Jason  Clydes- 
dale. "This  rule  will  definitely 


affect  our  game  strategy  be- 
cause we  do  not  have  a  big  man 
inside.  With  the  excellent  out- 
side shooting  which  we  have, 
we  should  dominate  the  three- 
point  shot,"  Clydesdale  said. 

The  thought  of  "equal 
rights"  must  have  crossed  the 
National  Federation  Basket- 
ball Rules  Committee's  mind 
when  adopting  the  three-point 
rule,  because  the  girls'  are  also 
affected  by  it. 

To  qualify  for  a  three-point 
shot,  the  players  feet  must  be 
behind  the  line  when  the  shot  is 
taken.  The  shooters  feet  may 
cross  the  line  after  the  release 
of  the  ball. 

"Each  player  knows  if  he  or 
she  is  capable  of  shooting  the 
three-point  shot.  The  shot  can 
either  get  you  back  into  the 
game  or  take  you  out  of  a  game 
very  quickly,"  Girls'  Basket- 
ball Coach  Ron  Olson  said. 

The  Lady  Cavaliers  won 
their  opening  game  with  an  im- 
pressive 81-31  score  over  Put- 
nam County.  One  of  the  top 


scorers  of  that  game  was  Kris 
Goslawski.  She  finished  the 
game  after  scoring  24  points 
for  her  team. 

"As  a  post  player,  I  person- 
ally will  not  be  shooting  three- 
pointers,  but  the  defense  will 
have  to  be  aware  of  our  three- 
point  shooting  guards  -  which 
will  take  some  of  the  pressure 
off  underneath  the  boards. 
This  will  open  more  areas  of 
the  court  allowing  greater  ball 
movement  and  more  shooting 
possibilities  for  everyone," 
Goslawski  said. 

"The  three-point  rule  cre- 
ates a  greater  scoring  opportu- 
nity and  could  quite  possibly 
be  a  game-deciding  factor," 
Tricia  Newman,  another  re- 
turning starter,  said. 

It  really  doesn't  matter 
which  basketball  games  are 
watched,  because  a  recent 
study  has  indicated  that  the 
three-point  rule  makes  the 
game  of  basketball  more  excit- 
ing for  the  fans  as  well  as  the 
players.

For  most,  the  term  "The 
Three  Amigos"  was  associated 
with  Chevy  Chase,  Martin 
Short,  and  Steve  Martin,  but 
for  L-P  wrestling  fans,  the 
term  had  a  very  different 
meaning.  It  referred  to  out- 
standing junior  wrestlers  Jerry 
Rushing  (98  lbs.).  Son  Chau 
(112  lbs.),  and  Rob  Maggio 
(119  lbs). 

By  early  February,  the  stat- 
istics on  the  "Amigos"  were 
impressive.  Between  the  three, 
they  were  responsible  for  40 
percent  of  the  team"s  total 
wins,  41  percent  of  the  team's 
total  points,  45  percent  of  the 
team's  takedowns,  and  47  per- 
cent of  the  team's  pins.  They 


accomplished  this  .while  repre- 
senting only  25  percent  of  the 
starting  team. 

Rushing,  who  had  a  record 
of  6-10  on  the  Frosh-Soph  lev- 
el last  year,  made  an  incredible 
improvement  according  to 
Coach  Mark  Siebert. 

"He's  our  most  improved 
wrestler  this  year.  No  ques- 
tion," Siebert  said. 

Much  of  this  improvement 
was  due  to  off-season  training, 
including  running  and  weight 
lifting. 

"He's  a  hard-nosed  kid  and  I 
think  he  will  be  even  better 
next  year,"  Siebert  added. 

This  season,  Jerry  was  the 
Cavaliers'  third  most  effective 
wrestler  with  a  record  of  21-9 
at  the  varsity  level.  His  great- 


est goals  for  the  remainder  of 
the  season  were  to  get  his  name 
on  the  wall  of  the  wrestling 
room  for  becoming  part  of  the 
"25  Win  Club,"  and  possibly 
becoming  a  state  qualifier. 

The  Cavaliers'  second  most 
effective  wrestler  this  season 
had  to  have  been  Rob  Maggio. 
Maggio's  strength,  mental 
toughness,  and  tremendous 
physical  condition  powered 
him  past  23  opponents,  17  by 
pin,  with  only  seven  losses  and 
one  tie. 

"He's  the  toughest  kid  I've 
ever  coached  in  any  sport  .  .  . 
He's  got  a  burning  desire  to 
win,  to  be  a  champion,"  Sie- 
bert said. 

Maggio's  favorite  part  of 
wrestling  was  hearing  the 


sound  of  the  referee's  hand 
hitting  the  mat,  signaling  a 
pin. 

Maggio  should  have  been  L- 
P's  second  most  productive 
wrestler  ever  by  the  end  of  the 
next  year.  In  February  he  was 
concentrating  on  becoming  a 
member  of  the  "25  Win 
Club."  He  also  shared  Rush- 
ing's  dream  of  becoming  a 
state  qualifier. 

Leading  the  "Amigos"  and 
the  Varsity  Cavaliers  in  pro- 
ductivity was  Son  Chau.  The 
list  of  Chau's  accomplishments 
was  long.  He  held  the  school 
records  for  the  most  pins  in  a 
single  season,  24,  passing  his 
previous  best  of  23. 

He  also  held  the  record  for 
the  most  takedowns  in  a  single 
season,  136,  beating  the  old 
mark  of  73.  In  addition  to 
these,  he  owned  the  records  for 
most  career  wins  (79)  and  pins 
(63),  most  career  team  points 
(440),  and  most  career  take- 
downs (284).  With  every 
match  Son  wrestled,  he  in- 
creased his  lead  over  all  the 
other  Cavalier  wrestlers. 

"He's  the  most  talented 
wrestler  I've  ever  coached — 
without  question,"  Siebert 
said. 

The  major  difference  be- 
tween Son's  wrestling  this  year 
and  last  year  was  an  increase 
in  mental  toughness.  When  he 
was  trailing  or  was  tired  late 
in  a  match,  he  didn't  quit. 

It  was  this  toughness  along 
with  incredible  physical 
strength  and  quickness  that 
made  Son  L-P's  most  produc- 
tive wrestler  ever. 

"These  three  were  the  lead- 
ers on  a  team  that  won  1 3  dual 
meets,  which  far  exceeds  what 
I  expected.  I'm  looking  for- 
ward to  coaching  all  three  next 
year!"  Siebert  added.

"All  in  all,  'Pack  the  Place'  night 
was  a  success.  It  added  excitement 
and  fun  to  the  night  with  the  contest 
and  door  prizes,"  remarked  Mr. 
James  Greening,  sponsor  for  Spirit 
Machine  who  according  to  Athletic 
Director  Bret  Brown  did  a  "tremen- 
dous job." 

Seeing  empty  bleachers  was  not 
a  strange  sight  though.  The  atten- 
dance level  at  L-P  competitions  had 
declined  in  the  past  1 0  years  con- 
siderably in  all  sports. 

The  decline  came  from  both  stu- 
dents and  adults.  There  was  no  one 
reason  for  the  lack  of  interest  in 
school  athletics.  This  problem 
wasn't  limited  to  L-P;  it  occurred  at 
many  schools  throughout  the  na- 
tion. It  could  not  be  entirely  based 
on  a  true  lack  of  school  spirit. 

"The  students  don't  necessarily 
have  a  lack  of  school  spirit.  There 
are  many  other  conflicts  that  keep 
the  students  from  attending  the 
games,  such  as  part-time  jobs.  The 
students  aren't  aware  of  all  the  play- 
ers on  the  teams  either,"  Mr.  Mike 
Kasap,  football  and  girls'  track 
coach,  said. 

Kasap  believed  that  sports  on 
television  might  have  been  another 


reason  why  students  and  adults 
were  not  interested  in  coming  to 
school  games. 

"The  majority  of  the  people  that 
used  to  cheer  at  games  were  girls. 
Now  the  girls  have  more  sports  of- 
fered to  them  for  their  own  partici- 
pation as  opposed  to  past  years. 
More  girls  are  becoming  players 
rather  than  spectators,"  stated  Mr. 
Joe  Marini. 

"Kids  are  also  shying  away  from 
the  ideas  of  the  institutions  and  their 
heroes.  The  attitude  has  gone  more 
toward  that  of  the  me-generation. 
They  want  to  be  more  individualis- 
tic now  than  before,"  Marini  said. 

One  last  possible  reason  Marini 
gave  was  "that  the  area  is  divided 
between  two  rival  schools." 

"Pack  the  Place  was  a  start.  We 
must  find  other  ways  to  draw  stu- 
dents and  adults  to  the  games. 
There  is  an  age  group  between  20 
and  35  that  doesn't  seem  to  support 
school  athletics  anymore.  I  sincere- 
ly feel  that  if  we  can  get  those  peo- 
ple to  the  games  and  involved,  it 
could  be  a  very  positive  exper- 
ience," Brown  commented. 

Students  listed  similar  reasons  to 
those  offered  by  Marini  for  not  at- 
tending the  games. 

"Fans  really  help  get  our  team 


fired  up,  but  there  are  other  inter- 
ests and  conflicts  keeping  them 
from  the  games,"  Mike  Martyn  and 
Tom  Tunnell,  varsity  basketball 
players,  said. 

"Many  students  are  more  in- 
volved in  other  activities,  and  can- 
not make  it  to  the  game,"  Senior 
Chris  Jereb  stated. 

L-P  was  not  unigue  in  this  situa- 
tion. Many  factors  had  been  given 
to  contribute  to  this  problem.  To  say 
that  people  in  the  area  had  no 
school  spirit  would  be  a  false  as- 
sumption. They  made  an  effort  to 
attend  the  St.  Bede,  Ottawa,  and 
Hall  games.  The  other  games  were 
those  that  lacked  support. 

''With  the  help  of  teachers, 
coaches,  and  the  administration, 
the  problem  could  change  for  the 
better,  though,"  senior  Julie  Ry- 
barczyk  stated.  "These  people 
could  come  up  with  new  ways  to 
promote  the  sport  competitions." 

"Even  though  there  has  been  a 
problem,  school  spirit  is  starting  to 
rise  again.  We  are  coming  out  of 
the  Do-Your-Own-Thing  genera- 
tion. People  just  want  to  have  a 
good  time,"  Mr.  Marv  Getty,  coach 
of  the  girls'  tennis  and  track  team, 
commented.

Musical  Presented 


"How  to  Succeed  in  Busi- 
ness Without  Really  Trying" 
was  one  of  the  few  musical 
comedies  to  be  awarded  a  Pul- 
itzer Prize,  and  one  of  Broad- 
way's longest-running  and 
most  glittering  successes  by 
the  team  responsible  for  the  fa- 
bled "Guys  and  Dolls." 

La  Salle-Peru  Township 
High  School  Music  Depart- 
ment presented  this  musical  in 
Matthiessen  Memorial  Audi- 
torium at  7:30  p.m.  on  March 
24,  25,  and  26. 

Abe  Burrows,  famed  not 
only  for  "Guys  and  Dolls"  but 
also  for  "Can  Can"  and  "Silk 
Stockings,"  led  the  team  of 
Jack  Weinstock  and  Will  Gil- 


bert in  turning  Shepherd 
Mead's  celebrated  book  spoof- 
ing business  success  into  a 
musical  hit.  They  told  the  story 
in  terms  of  an  eager-beaver 
window-washer  named  Finch 
who  read  Mead's  book  and  tri- 
umphantly put  into  practice  its 
facetious  suggestions  for  cor- 
porate climbing. 

The  ambitious  hero  first  up- 
graded his  name  to  J.  Pierre- 
pont  Finch,  and  with  his  an- 
gelic smile  started  leap-frog- 
ging his  way  toward  the 
executive  suite.  Mitch  Land- 
graf (Finch)  played  this 
bright-eyed  young  schemer. 

Not  even  the  job  of  com- 
pany president,  J.B.  Biggley, 


was  safe  from  his  reach.  Brian 
Feagans  (J.B.)  had  the  role  of 
this  World  Wide  Wickets 
Company  tycoon,  for  whom 
knitting  was  a  secret  vice.

scheming  Finch  carefully  ar- 
ranged to  have  his  boss  discov- 
er him  in  the  act  of  knitting, 
and  before  long  he  was  harmo- 
nizing with  him  in  "Grand  Old 


Ivy"  — part  of  his  pretension 
to  have  been  a  graduate  of  the 
boss's  Alma  Mater. 

Doug  Jaraczewski  (Frump) 
portrayed  J.B.'s  nephew,  an

Almost  as  soon  as  the  bell 
had  rung  on  the  last  day  of  fin- 
als signaling  the  start  of  the 
summer  of  "87,  many  teens 
from  L-P  raced  home  to  their 
television  sets,  hoping  to  see 
their  favorite  "Soap"  heat  up 
for  summer  viewing.  Every- 
thing was  fine  until  that  day, 
shortly  after  the  fourth  of  July 
when  we  turned  on  our  sets  to 
catch  the  latest  episode  of  the 
number  one  rated,  "The 
Young  and  the  Restless,"  only 
to  see  the  words  "Special 
News  Report"  flash  across  the 
screen. 

Little  did  we  know  then  that 
we  would  see  those  words  ev- 
ery day  for  weeks.  What  was 
this  event  that  caused  the 
hearts  of  every  die-hard  soap 
fan  to  sink? 

It  was  the  Iran-Contra  hear- 
ings, starring  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Oliver  L.  North.  Few 
people  had  heard  much  about 
him  then.  That  was  soon  to 
change. 

The  Contra  hearings 
dragged  on  for  nine  long  weeks 
during  July  and  August.  Their 
purpose  was  to  try  to  deter- 
mine who  masterminded  and 
carried  out  a  secret  deal  to  sell 
arms  to  Iran  and  to  use  the 
money  received  to  support  the 
Contras,  the  Nicaraguan  free- 
dom fighters.

So  while  some  Americans 
might  have  turned  off  their 
television  sets  this  past  summer 
in  disgust  after  taking  barely 
one  glance  at  Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Oliver  North  seated  behind 
a  table  full  of  microphones  in 
the  Senate  Hearing  Rooms, 
others  watched  the  whole  pro- 
ceedings faithfully. 

They  were  the  lucky  ones, 
because  what  they  saw  was  a 
more  important  "soap"  being 
acted  out  "live"  from  the  Sen- 
ate Hearing  Rooms  of  the 
United  States.  In  that  place 
crowded  with  reporters  and 
television  cameramen,  Lieu-

A  Bridge  to  the  future

The  weekend  of  December 
12  and  13  was  truly  an  impor- 
tant one  in  Illinois  history. 
These  two  days  were  the  dedi- 
cation dates  for  the  Abraham 
Lincoln  Memorial  Bridge. 

Now  officially  the  longest  in 
the  state,  the  bridge,  under 
construction  since  June  1983, 
is  7,200  feet  long.  Built  at  a  to- 
tal cost  of  $43. 7  million,  the 
Abraham  Lincoln  Memorial 
Bridge  spans  the  Illinois  River 
as  a  part  of  the  new  Interstate 
39  at  the  cities  of  La  Salle, 
Peru,  and  Oglesby. 

Construction  plans  of  the  Il- 
linois Department  of  Transpor- 
tation call  for  the  completion 
of  1-39  from  Oglesby  south  to 
Bloomingtion  by  1992.  When 


that  happens,  the  Abraham 
Lincoln  Memorial  Bridge  will 
become  the  crown  jewel  in  an 
unbroken  highway  and  trade 
route  connecting  Canada  with 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

All  the  communities  in  the 
Illinois  Valley  area  were  in- 
volved in  planning  the  festivi- 
ties marking  the  official  open- 
ing for  the  new  bridge.  Just  a 
few  of  the  many  activities  that 
marked  the  dedication  includ- 
ed a  cocktail  dinner  dance,  the 
three-mile  Abraham  Lincoln 
Memorial  Bridge  Run/Walk, 
and  the  issuing  of  an  8-inch 
Abraham  Lincoln  Memorial 
Bridge  Commemorative  Plate. 

On  Sunday,  December  13 
(a  date  which  just  happened  to 
coincide  with  the  birth  date  of 
Mary  Todd  Lincoln),  Lt.  Gov- 


ernor George  Ryan  and  Illi- 
nois Secretary  of  Transporta- 
tion Greg  Baise  cut  the  red 
velvet  ribbon  at  the  bridge's 
midspan  to  officially  open  the 
bridge. 

Our  L-P  band  played  at  the 
opening  ceremonies.  L-P's  own 
Mitch  Landgraf,  a  member  of 
the  L-P  Advanced  Choir,  sang 
the  national  anthem. 

After  the  official  opening 
ceremonies,  the  spectators 
were  offered  hot  coffee.  They 
also  enjoyed  slices  of  a  giant 
Abraham  Lincoln  Memorial 
Bridge  cake.  The  cake,  a  cre- 
ation of  Victor  Andres  of  the 
Red  Door  Inn,  took  200  man- 
hours  to  create,  just  a  bit  less 
than  the  282,000  man-hours 
needed  to  construct  the  real 
thing. 
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Oliver  North  and  the  Iran-Contra  hearings  frus- 
trated the  watchers  of  the  afternoon  soaps  and  the 
attitudes  of  American  society.  Political  figures  like 
North,  who  could  be  considered  villians  or  heroes 
brought  controversy  to  the  evening  news  and  to 
the  way  we  viewed  and  defined  heroes. 

Locally,  a  situation  that  caused  at  least  as  much 
controversy  started  early  in  the  basketball  season 
at  the  L-P  vs.  Hall  game  played  in  Spring  Valley. 
About  half  way  through  the  first  quarter,  the 
Loudmouths,  a  group  of  senior  guys,  made  their 
first  of  the  season's  dramatic  entrances. 

It  was  with  this  first  appearance  that  the  Loud- 
mouths started  the  town  talking.  The  group  lived 
up  to  the  name  that  they  had  given  themselves. 
The  loudmouths  yelled  and  they  cheered.  The 
same  cheers  that  angered  and  offended  school 
and  community  adults  sparked  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  students'  cheering  section. 

At  the  Ottawa  game  the  Loudmouths  made 
their  second  appearance  wearing  hats  from  "Long 
John  Silver's"  to  mock  the  opponents'  mascot. 

Their  third  and  most  memorable  appearance 
was  during  the  St.  Bede  game  when  they  donned 
suits  and  ties  to  present  themselves  as  "gentle- 
men." The  game  and  local  rivalry  that  had  been 
billed  as  a  possible  free-for-all  turned  out  to  be  an 
example  of  good  sportsmanship. 

This  group's  members  were  not  always  viewed 
as  the  ideal  students,  but  during  their  brief  time  in 
the  limelight  they  led  the  school  and  their  class- 
mates to  the  spirit  level  L-P  had  enjoyed  in  past 
years.

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No  First  Amendment  Rights  for  Students 

Hazelwood  Case  Decided 
by  Supreme  Court

They  say  nothing  is  sacred 
unless  it  is  carved  in  stone.  In 
our  American  society  that 
would  make  the  Supreme 
Court  one  of  the  most  influen- 
tial sculptors  of  all  time. 

After  the  Hazelwood  School 
District  vs.  Kuhlmeier  case  in- 
volving the  affirmation  of  a 
principal's  right  to  determine 
what  goes  into  a  school  news- 
paper, a  whole  line  of  people  in 
the  journalism  "family"  were 
affected. 

Student  journalists  are  not 
the  only  ones  who  have  to  ad- 
just to  the  Supreme  Court  rul- 
ing, which  in  short  gives  the 
principals  and  publishers  the 
right  to  remove  any  materials 
they  may  find  libelous  or  con- 
troversial. Everyone  involved  in 
the  final  publication  of  student 
newspapers  is  affected  as  well. 

Fortunately  this  community 
enjoys  a  mutual  trust  between 
the  schools  and  The  Daily 
News  Tribune  and  they  have 
worked  well  together  as  a 
team  for  over  25  years. 

Stories  start  out  in  the  stu- 
dent journalist's  mind  and  are 
expressed  in  his  or  her  own 
words  and  style.  Before  the  Su- 
preme Court  ruling  less  con- 
cern was  given  to  the  content 
of  the  articles,  as  far  as  being 
controversial  or  not.  This  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  officials  at 
public  schools  were  prohibited 
by  the  First  Amendment  from 


censoring  student's  material. 

As  a  result  of  the  "Hazel- 
wood"  case,  censorship  is  now 
allowed.  This  will  cause  stu- 
dent journalists  to  be  more 
cautious  of  what  they  write. 
"We'll  just  have  to  get  used  to 
the  fact  that  we  can't  write 
what  we  want  anymore,"  Jen- 
nifer Billings,  a  student  jour- 
nalist, said. 

If  a  student  should  rebel 


L-P  journalism  class.  Ms. 
Morris,  like  many  advisers,  is 
dissatisfied  with  the  Supreme 
Court  decision.  This  is  because 
the  teachers  and  advisers  of 
many  schools  were  educated 
under  the  First  Amendment 
and  all  its  advantages.  Now 
things  are  different. 

"The  First  Amendment  gave 
student  journalism  a  real  im- 
portance; that  importance  has

and  write  material  that  may  be 
libelous  or  controversial  in 
hopes  of  being  overlooked  by 
the  higher  authorities,  the  ad- 
viser is  now  responsible  for  the 
story's  movement  toward  pub- 
lication. 

The  adviser  or  teacher  of 
the  school  newspaper  takes  a 
large  responsibility  for  what  is 
printed  or  not.  They  teach  the 
"do's"  and  "don't's"  of  good 
journalism.  With  the  new  laws 
restricting  students'  freedom 
of  press  rights,  the  adviser  may 
have  to  change  the  way  he  or 
she  teaches.  They  may  have  to 
enforce  the  idea  of  writing  ar- 
ticles in  what  the  higher  offi- 
cials consider  good  taste. 

Ms.  Anne  Morris,  adviser  to 
the  Caval  Currents  staff,  is  in 
her  first  year  of  teaching  the 


been  taken  away,"  Morris 
said. 

After  articles  pass  through 
the  adviser  they  go  directly  to 
the  News  Tribune.  In  many 
schools  the  articles  are  passed 
on  to  the  principal  and  looked 
over  by  him.  The  La  Salle- 
Peru  school  system  has  always 
trusted  the  journalism  staff  to 
write  its  stories  and  print  them 
on  its  own. 

Mr.  William  Roth,  Princi- 
pal of  La  Salle-Peru  High 
School  said,  "  Most  of  the  sto- 
ries and  articles  in  the  'Caval- 
Currents'  are  in  very  good 
taste.  We  trust  the  adviser's 
decisions  regarding  what  is 
published.  If  the  adviser  finds  a 
story  questionable,  we  will  dis- 
cuss it  and  make  an  agreement 
on  whether  it  should  be  pub- 


lished or  not."  Such  discussions 
prevent  any  friction  between 
the  school  system  and  the  jour- 
nalism staff. 

Teen  Trib  stories  are  then 
handled  by  Mrs.  Sharon 
Klehm,  "Teen  Trib"  managing 
editor.  Since  the  Supreme 
Court  ruling,  she  and  other 
publication  workers  have  the 
authority  to  remove  any  stories 
they  may  find  controversial. 
Mrs.  Klehm,  however,  feels 
that  this  won't  be  necessary. 
"We've  never  had  a  problem 
with  controversial  articles, 
some  borderline  however.  I  fee^ 
the  newspaper  is  running 
smoothly  and  will  continue  to 
do  so.  We've  been  producing 
the  'Teen  Trib'  for  25  years 
now,  starting  from  just  a  one- 
page  school  section.  I  don't 
think  the  new  ruling  will  have 
an  effect  on  our  paper.  If  some- 
thing should  come  up,  we'll 
handle  it  as  fair  as  we  can," 
Klehm  said. 

Managing  Editor  of  the 
"News-Tribune",  Mr.  Floyd 
Eshy  made  his  comments  on 
the  "Hazelwood"  case  and  the 
Supreme  Court  decision. 
"While  I  am  a  strong  propo- 
nent of  First  Amendment 
rights  and  dislike  having  them 
eroded  for  anyone,  the  Su- 
preme Court  decision  in  this 
case  dealt  with  a  narrow  appli- 
cation- whether  the  principal 
had  a  right  to  control  the  con- 
tent of  a  publication  funded  by 
the  school.  I  think  he  had  that 
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right;  however,  I  do  not  think 
it  was  necessarily  wise  for  him 
to  use  it." 

"I  have  not  read  the  articles 
in  question,  but  they  have  been 
described  as  mature  and  well- 
documented  descriptions  of  se- 
rious problems.  The  articles 
were  published  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion, so  the  students"  free 
speech  rights  were  not  greatly 
infringed  upon  aftel"  all.'" 

"The  whole  thing  does  not 
provide  a  very  good  lesson  in 
rights  and  responsibilities  in  a 
free  society.  Learning  is  en- 
hanced by  freedom  of  expres- 
sion— even  by  the  making  of 
mistakes  and  accepting  the  re- 
sponsibility," Eshy  said. 

All  the  people  who  contrib- 
ute to  the  "Teen  Trib""  realize 
that  the  amendment  change 
did  not  alter  young  journalists 
freedom  of  speech  rights.  It  al- 
tered their  freedom  of  press 
rights.  As  a  result  they  are  do- 
ing their  best  to  keep  things 
fair  and  objective. 

The  Supreme  Court  has 
made  their  decision  and  that  is 
now  the  law.  The  La  Salle- 
Peru  community,  however  has 
made  the  best  of  it  for  its 
young  journalists  as  well  as 
faculty  members  and  publish- 
ers. Journalist  A.J.  Liebling 
once  wrote,  "Freedom  of  the 
press  is  limited  to  those  who 
own  me."  The  'Teen  Trib"  and 
all  who  make  it  happen  find 
satisfaction  in  that.

On  December  15,  the  first 
major  snowstorm  to  hit  the  Illi- 
nois Valley  in  the  winter  of 
1987-88  blew  in  the  bitter  cold

chance  to  learn  first  hand  what 
Canadian  cold  was  really  like 
when  they  competed  in  the 
15th  annual  Winter  Olympics 
held  at  Calgary,  Alberta,  Can- 
ada, from  February  13 
through  28. 

Our  Canadian  neighbors 
spent  seven  years  and  234  mil- 


lion dollars  on  construction 
preparing  for  the  year's  Winter 
Olympics.  Among  the  many 
new  structures  built  especially 
for  the  worldwide  competition 
were  the  Olympic  Saddledome 
sports  stadium,  built  in  front 
of  Calgary's  City  Hall,  new 
bobsled  runs,  and  a  90  meter 
ski  jump  at  Canada  Olympic 
Park. 

The  1988  Winter  Olympic 
games  included  more  events 
than  any  previous  winter 
games  and  they  ran  for  sixteen 
days  instead  of  the  usual 
twelve.  All  told,  seven  new 
Olympic  events  were  added  for

Inspired  by  his  trip  to  Flor- 
ida, Felipe  was  anxious  to  re- 
turn. 

"After  visiting  Florida,  I 
was  ready  to  learn  more  about 
the  United  States,"  Nader 
said. 

Felipe  is  staying  in  Peru 
with  his  host  family,  the  Cum- 
mings.  He  speaks  highly  of  his 
host  mother  and  father:  Char- 
leen  and  Greg;  and  his  sister 
Stephanie,  and  his  two  broth- 
ers, Sean  and  Greggie. 


"I  really  love  my  family 
here.  They  have  shown  me 
many  things  and  have  helped 
me  adjust,"  Nader  said. 

In  Brazil,  Felipe's  family  is 
the  same  size  as  his  family 
here.  He  lives  with  his  mother 
and  father.  Roxana  and  Anto- 
nio, his  sister  Roxana,  and  his 
two  brothers,  Henrique  and 
Andre. 

Felipe  attended  school  five 
days  a  week  in  Brazil  from 
7:50  a.m.-12:45  p.m.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  school  volley- 
ball team  in  Brazil  and  had 
practice  every  day  after  school. 

In  his  spare  time,  Felipe  en- 
joys listening  to  music.  His  fa- 
vorite artists  include  The 
Cure,  Duran  Duran,  and  The 
Police.  On  the  weekends  Fe- 
lipe likes  to  spend  time  with  his 
friends  and  go  to  bars  and  dis- 
cos. In  Brazil,  the  drinking  age 
is  18. 

"Although  the  drinking  age 
is  18,  it  is  not  always  obeyed. 

The  teenagers  in  Brazil  en- 
joy drinking,  not  to  get  drunk, 
though.  I  think  teenagers  here 
get  drunk  because  they  are 
forbidden  to  drink  until  they're 
21,"  Nader  said. 

The  school  Felipe  attends  in 
Brazil  is  twice  the  size  of  L-P. 
Many  of  the  sports  there  are 
similar  to  L-P's,  with  the  ex- 
ception that  there  is  no  base- 
ball or  football. 

"In  Brazil,  the  schools  that 
offer  a  better  education  are 
usually  the  private  schools.  The 
public  schools  are  used  by  the 
lower  working  class  people," 
Nader  said. 

Felipe  enjoys  L-P  and  feels 
that  the  faculty  has  made  him 
feel  comfortable. 

"I  like  my  teachers.  They 
are  very  helpful,"  Nader  said.

Igloo  Celebrates  50th  as 

Local  Hangout

"We  the  People"  celebrated 
the  200th  birthday  of  the  U.S. 
Constitution  all  across  Amer- 
ica. 

"We  the  People"  of  the  Illi- 
nois Valley  celebrated  an  im- 
portant birthday  closer  to 
home — the  50th  birthday  of  a 
favorite  hangout  for  many — 
the  Igloo.

But  by  midnight  things 
quieted  down  a  bit  as  teens 
who  were  not  lucky  enough  to 
own  their  own  cars,  or  who 
couldn't  "bum"  rides  from 
their  friends,  had  to  catch  the 
last  bus  leaving  from  the 
"West  End"  for  home.
